Twenty Fast Ones Named to Start 
in Main Race of the Day 
— Many Arrivals.

I-.A^TONTA. K.V.. SuptembPr 28.— Lntonia’s au- 
tumn racing, lasting for a i>crio<l of twenty -ciglit 
<)ays. to be inaugurated tomorrow, will he uslicred 
in under moat favorable conditions, witli pleasant 
weatiier and fast track in prospect. As the oi>en- 
iiig day card is an unusually gootl one, a record 
attendance should be on liand to view the first 
da.v’s sport. 

The limit number permitted here is entered in 
nearly all the daslies, witli the Tjitonia Handicap of 
85,000 nddeil the feature of tlie card, leading in 
respect of declared starters, for twenty of the best 
Jiave been named by their respective owners as 
likely to strive for the rich prize. Tliere is cer- 
tain to be at least a dozen making the contest and 
at the weight assignments a rattling contest is in 
prospect. 

The three-quarters liandicap preceding the feature 
is also of more than passing interest, for among 
tiiose carded here are some of the fleetest in the 
sprinting division. 

A heavy storm late yesterday afternoon did not 
affect the track to any considerable extent, for 
tlie going was fairly firm this morning and its 
steady improvement will cause it to be. fust for 
the initial duah. 

Arrivals today were again numerous and the con- 
stant influx caused congestion in the matter of 
stalls and the stables on the outside of the track 
had to he put into use. Some confusion was en- 
tailed by the arrivals of several owners wdio liad 
not given notice of their coming and no assignment 
of stall space iiad been made for tiiem. They 
found quarters adjacent to tiic track. 

No mutter of iletail lias been overlooketl toward 
making the opening u success and the inauguration 
of the racing will be routine as if no interruption 
had occurred since the close July 10. 

WOULD HAVE OFFERED $109,000. 

General manager Matt J. Winn came back this 
morning from New York, wliere he liiid gone on 
an urgent business call and also with a view to 
securing tlie Man o’ War-Sir Barton ra«‘e. for wliicli 
he made an offer of *75.000 and a 85.IKMI gold cup 
and would have gone to $100,000 had lie been given 
an opportunity \o bid on a comiietitive basis. As 
he was informed he would, lie was keenly dis- 
appointed that Kentucky failed to secure the attrac- 
tion. There seems to have been considerable tiiis- 
niiderstanding with respect to the bid. tliough tliere 
should not iiave lieen. for the press recorded tlic 
$75,000 offer and Mr. Winn made the sum plain to 
Mr. Bedwell in tlieir conversation over the pl:one. 
That the $75,000 offer must liave lK*en uiiderstisst 
is evidenced in the rais»> by the Kenilworth track 
management from the original offer of $.50,000 to 
$7.5.000. 

There will be no shortage of riders here, for sev- 
enty jockeys have registered with the secretary. 

Frank J. Kell.v. who is going to campaign .a 
considerable stable liere this fall, is among the 
recent arrivals from Chicago. 

There will be a big increase of liorses here from 
Canuda when tlie racing in the Dominion comes to 
a close. 

The niilitar.r handicap, to Is- run Ociolier 7. and 
whlcli will be at one mile, is attracting consider- 
able attention. It will be for liorses three years old 
and over for a purse of $2,(KK), of whicli $200 will 
go to the second and $100 to the third. Tlie TTnitetl 
States government to Iiave tlie option for seven 
days of purchasing tlie winner for $7.50. The win- 
ner. if not taken b.v the government, to be ineligible 
to an.v race of a similar character. Entries ac- 
cepted at any time prior to publication of weights. 

.\niiouncenieiit was made toda.v tliat the Lutonia 
riminpionsliip Stakes would be decided Octoiier 2fl. 
Several owners witli prospective starters in the 
race have already made inquiries as to the date of 
its running. Trainer W. H. Karrick will run

ROUGH RACE FOR BOLSTER 

Overwhelming Favorite in Havre's Main Race 
Suffers Defeat — Butwell’s Good Riding. 



HAVRE DE C.RACE. Mil.. SiH.tenils-r 2S.— The 
Platenii iliiiidicap. for three-.vear-idds ami over, at 
one mile and a sixteeiitii, was the most pretentious 
offering of lo<iii.v’s program at Havre, all tlie races 
lieiiig under claiming conditions. Tlie public <‘onld 
sec nollilng but Bolster in tlic main race and keen 
was tlie disa|ilM>iiitment expresNed when tlie Kiig- 
llsli-bred CImsscur led home the favorite liy tlirce 
lengths. Bol,>ter liad a roiigli race, was cut off 
twic*" wlien ills rider attempted to eoiiie through 
next to tlic rail and witli lictter racing luck might 
llHVC reversed the verdiet. 

Jockey Biilwell risle the winners of tlie first two 
races. It was principally ticcaiise of his energetic 
riding tliat E. B. Meix-an’s I.s>ugli Storm scoreil 
in the Initial dasli. .After Dark Horse led to the 
last eighth, Biitwell brouglit Lotigli .Storm up with 
a rush and in a thrilling finisli landed her victress 
liy a head. In the following race Biitwell had tlie 
mount on Pliuntom Fair and after sliakiug lier up 
a sixteentli out liad only to sit still ainl let tin- 
filly win as slie pleiisetl. 

The l«*st finish of the afternoon came in the 
fourth race, in wliicli .Arbitrator, Rey Ennis and 
Calvert vrossed tbe winning line in tlie order uaiuod 
with tile smallest of murgiui, separating them. 



Wlien the coming race between Man o’ War and Sir Barton is decided it will establish a liigh point 
in turf liistory. That is. if, as has lieeu piiblislied. the winner is to take all, the value of the ra«-c to 
the victor will lie $80,000. making it tlie most valuable race ever won by a horse in any country. In 
this, under the rules of racing, the $.5,0tXt gold < up is coiinteil, as well as the $7.5,000 in added mone.v. 
It may ta; said tliat the enterprise involved in this trnusactioii can hardly fail to have its due reward. 
The jieople of Canada and tlie United States resjKuid quickly to the urging of a big thing. This race ft* 
emphatically a big thing and will be williiigl.v paid for at The gate by tlie public. 'Fhe wonder is tliat 
some one of the New York tra*-k people did not have sand and sagacity enough to secure this remarkable 
racing attraction. 

Taking the records of niciiig evcrywiiere into consideration, the Grand Prix de Paris lias come closest 
in valiM- to tlie race imiiending. Seven times has tliis great race pnslm'ed more than $70,000 to the win- 
ner. Its greatest net value was in 1912. wlieii .A. Fould’s Uouli returned his owner $73,180. I'lie oilier 
winners of more tlinii $70,000 and their years were: 1908, Northeast. $72,640; 1909, Verdun. $70.3.5.5; 1910, 
Nuage. $72,030; 1911. As d’.Atoiit. $70,300; 191.S. Brnlenr, $71.29.5; 1914. Snrdanapale, $71,630. 

Ill England tlie so-cnlleil “Ten Tlioiisainl PoiiiKlers’’ have eacli year for a long time returned the 
greatest values to the wiimer, Init few of tlie richest rapes of English turf liistory ever exceeded the 
$.50,000 mark. In Australia tlie Melhourne Cup lias long stood at tlie liead, lint its greatest recorded net 
value was $38,700, when Pntrobas was its wiiiuer in 191.5. 

In this conntr.v there liare be<“n races of higli values in days long past. Thus the famous race be- 
tween American Eclipse and Henr.v as far hack as 1823 was for $20,000 a side or $40,000 to the winner. 
Similar values attached to the races ta-tweeii .Ariel ami Flirtilla, Boston and Fashion, Peytona and 
Fashion, while Lexington’s race against time at four miles was for $20,000, or $10,000 a side. The 
Peyton Stakes, mu at Nasliville in 1839, brought Peytona’s owner $35,000, a sum that would rank well 
even now. 

In later days Potomac’s $67,675, won in the tliird running of the Futurity, was nnd is the high mark 
in American racing values, and it is this that will lie displaced by tbe race to be run shortly. Three other 
.Jlmes has the Fiiturit.v given its winner ui eji-ess of $50,000. Tite highest value attained in a rjoe for 
■'tlins- -yea /-olds exclusively’ in tliis country’ w’as recorded last year w’hen Mad Hatter won the Lntouia 
Championship Stakes and gave Sam Hildretli $4.5.090. Prior to that the record w’as the $34,100 w’oii in 
1889 by Salvator. W’lien he led Tenn.v liome in the I.awronce Realization Stakes. 

Big money does not make a great race in Itself, Imt it vastiy stimulates puhlic interest and curi- 
osity. nie fact tliat tlie contest in question is to be for tlie greatest net sum ever rai’cd for serves to 
enliauee tlie general conviction tliut tlie struggle is to is- betw’eeu two of tlie greatest tlioroiiglibreds of 
mtKleni times; in short, that the prize is worthy of the liorses and tlie liors<‘s worthy of the prize.

VIEWS OF AN AUSTRALIAN COMING TO LATONIA SOON 

English Method of Trying Out Horses Sup- Eastern Candidates for Latonia Championship 
planted by American Way. Stakes Expected in Kentucky Shortly.

S.AN FHANCI8CO, Cal.. Septeinlier 28. — Inlercst- 
ing views about race liorse matters are expressed 
forcibly in William Muggridge’s book “How to 
Train a Race Horse,’’ just to hand. Muggridge is 
one of tlie best known owners and trainers in -Aus- 
tnilia. It is patent, from the hundreds of worth- 
wliile observations he makes in liis h*>ok. that he 
lias been an especially keen student of tiie tlior- 
ouglibred. Mr. Muggridge makes no attempt at 
fine writing, but says what he has to say in go*xl, 
terse Eliglisli. 

Tlie Australian is altogether opjio-sed to tlie watch 
as a test for liorses in training for important races. 
He regards a good, reliable trial horse — one tl>at is 
free running on tlie track and true in a race — as 
laiicli more to be dependeil ui>on than tlie watch. 
He says: 

“If tlie watcli-breaking passion did not exist 
among trainers, tliere is little doubt tliat less money 
would be lost by owners.’’ 

It is evident from the author’s remarks tliat tlie 
old-time English method of trying out a stake 
candidate in a gallop with a horse of known qual- 
ity lias been supplanted to a great extent in Aus- 
tralia h.v the American metliod of sending the ani- 
mal under trial against the watch. It may be tlie 
IM-iidulum is swinging back and before long the 
familiar timepiece will not be deemed of sueli im- 
iwrtanee. even in this conntr.v. Wlieii Fred Bnriew, 
the well-known American trainer, returned from 
France he told of the French trainers sliifting to 
the American method. He was not sure, however, 
that tlie eliaiig$- was altogether for the better, 'file 
chief drawback of tlie English system, according 
to Mr. Burlew, is the failure, on some occasions, 
of the jiH’key on the liorse lieing tried to ri*le liiin 
out at llie end so as to determine wlietlier or not 
the lairse has all liis speed develoiied.” 

Tile racing of two-year-olds is anotlier subject on 
which .Mr. Muggridge lias iiositive notions. He 
•sa.vs : 

“.A t wo-.vear-old Is nothing more tlian a baby 
Hiiinial. wliieli should not lie sulijected to exactions 
liefitted iml.v for Hie winding up of mature horses, 
it t wo-y’ear-olds must he race<l the preparation 
slioiild not he in an.v wa.v severe.’’ 

-A novel way of finding out wlietlier or not the 
coiiforniathm of a horse is good is explained b.v 
the iiiitlior. He was raiiglit the inetliu*l iiiaii.v 
years ago liy an itinerant .Aral) p*Hi*llei’. A cord 
is c-uri’ied from tlie top lip of tli<! iioi-se up tlie 
fai-e. lietweeii tile ears and along the neek to 111 *- 
middle of tlie wltliers. 'I’lie lengtli of the cord to 
this |K lilt is noted. Then the e<ird is carried along 
tile hack down to tin’ last joint of tin- tail. If tlie 
two nieasiireiiients agree, the liorse is siip|H>sed to 
he perfis’t in coiifoinialiun. Tlie greater tin* dif- 
fereiice in measureiiients tlie less r.slualiie tlie 
lioi’s*-. Mr. Muggridge says many times tlie .Arab 
metiKHi jiroved a giaal giild*- to tlioronghhreds that 
possessed “pace and staying jiower.” Tlie Isiok is 
piililislieil liv AA’illiam Brooks & thi..
